A Changed Show 


N October 17—twelve days hence—the London Show opens once again, and 

it is by now quite evident that it has changed its character completely. Before 

the war it was a home buyers’ Show and a fashion parade for the latest new 
models from the industry. The war has changed all that, bringing motoring frus- 
tration at home and a better appreciation of cars the world over, buyers intent upon 
the struggle for existence in a world out of gear being no longer very impressed by 
fashion in transport. Instead, they look for the more worthwhile features of suit- 
ability, economy, durability and performance. As a result manufacturers nowadays 
change their models drastically only when circumstances dictate such change, 
striving in the meantime to improve acknowledged good designs in the light of 
suggestions and criticisms from all over the world. The contemporary results will 
be seen at Earls Court, and it is a tribute to post-war models that only detail 
modifi-ations have, in the main, proved necessary. 

Such new models as will be shown serve to emphasize the design evolution that 
continues all the time, and there is no fear that a Show will ever come in which no 
sign of change is evident, for that would signify a sterility that is unlikely to overtake 
anything so live as the motor industry. 

The buyers who matter nowadays, in terms of markets which can at present be 
supplied, come to London to the Show from overseas and form only a fraction of 
the vast attendance. The rest are the still-enthusiastic British public, viewing the 
cars that circumstances have largely withheld from them for the six years since the 
war. Each year they must have hoped that a change for the better would be reflected 
in shorter delivery delays, but each year since 1945 has seen no improvement. As 
we ‘cmarked last week, they must judge how far this is the result of administration 
over this long post-war period, and it is perhaps significant that the General Election 
takes place during the ten days when the tantalizing display of cars virtually 
unobtainable by would-be home buyers is on view, for if motorists decide that 
their position is the result of mismanagement of national affairs, the moment is 
opportune for them to make their opinion felt. 


Dazzle 


' | ‘HOSE readers who treasure their copies of The Autocar might find a certain 





cynical amusement in turning back about a year to find that our opinion of 
anti-dazzle equipment has not changed; only the introduction of double- 
filament dipping has occurred in the past year, and we must regretfully admit that 
it has had little effect on the situation, for the increased brilliance of double-filament 
bulbs is proving very trying in spite of the accurate optical design of lamps and lenses. 

Experiment should, by all means, continue in an effort to reduce dazzle, but those 
who hope for a complete solution through lamp design, while driving light remains 
as bright as it must be for safety, are crying for the moon. Only one alteration to 
existing lighting can cure this bane of the night driver, and that is light polarization, 
but the practical difficulties of polarization are so great as to be intimidating. 

It is too often forgotten that another solution exists, and that is adequate roads. 
The twin-track highway with central hedgerow is an almost complete cure for dazzle, 
as motorists who know the few such sections of road in this country will gratefully 
admit. This is, then, yet another reason for urging that modern roads be built in 
this country, although they are desperately needed for many purposes, notably to 
reduce death and injury and prohibitive economic losses arising from delay. 

In the meantime the best advice to sufferers from dazzle is to resist at all costs 
the impulse to look directly at the oncoming car, although for the sake of safety the 
eyes should be conscious of its position. Considerable discipline is required for this, 
but it is a discipline that is well worth acquiring.

Eeonomy Competitions 


N a country where an increase in the petrol tax has 
become the traditional stand-by of every Chancellor of 
the Exchequer who has run out of ideas, it is surprising 

that the fuel economy competition has been so much 
neglected. Events held in America are elaborately organized 
and publicized on a national basis, but in Britain fuel 
economy as a subject for competitive endeavour excited 
little interest until the Cheltenham Motor Club organized 
a rally on a fuel economy basis in August this year. 

As a form of competition the fuel economy contest may 
lack the dramatic appeal of some of the others, but it offers 
rewards for a special kind of driving skill; it is unlikely to 
damage the car and the preparations for the event will 


probably leave the owner with a vehicle which is more 
efficient and economical in its subsequent everyday use. 

The main difficulties are to devise a system of handicap- 
ping which will give a fair chance to cars of varying size, 
price, weight and power, and to devise regulations which 
will limit the modifications so that the performance is not 
completely ruined for normal use. A lot can be done to 
reduce fuel consumption under normal conditions, but much 
more can be achieved if freak driving methods and extreme 
modifications are permitted. When no restrictions are 
imposed some astonishing perfarmances have been re- 
corded in the United States and a figure of 179.5 m.p.g. has 
been obtained from a 21 h.p. six-seater car.

WAS MODIFIED 
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In the Cheltenham event, entries were divided into two 
classes for standard and special cars and the standard cars 
were subdivided into price categories with suitable limits 
for pre-war and post-war cars. In stock car category, 
standard wheels and gear ratios were insisted upon and tyre 
treads had to be accepted-manufacturer’s or re-moulder’s 
designs without any shaving to reduce the contact area, but 
over-size tyres of the next size above standard were per- 
mitted. Results were decided upon an index of perfor- 
mance which took into account three factors; the fuel 
consumption obtained on a 490-mile road section covered at 
an average speed of not less than 30 m.p.h., the time taken 
on a series of acceleration tests and the area of the pas- 
senger space in the vehicle measured from the windscreen 
to the rear window and across the body at shoulder level.

Where A-=seat area in sq ft minus 20 (with a maximum of

Passenger space in the modern economy car is so well 
planned that despite this formula the smallest cars won, 
the first prize going to a Renault 4 c.v. saloon which re- 
corded 62.6 m.p.g. without any special preparation other 
than removal of the air cleaner and re-tuning of the car- 
burettor. Next best performance was recorded by a Morris 
Minor tourer. Preparation of this car included the use of a 
high voltage coil and plug gaps increased to 0.040in. The 
air cleaner was removed and a gauze distribution rectifier 
was inserted in the inlet manifold. Great trouble was taken 
to remove running friction caused by hub bearings and 
ill-adjusted brake linings, and additives were employed to 
reduce the viscosity of oil in engine and gear box. By this 
means a figure of 57 m.p.g. was obtained. 

The most widely publicized American economy competi- 
tion is the Mobilgas Economy Run. It is restricted to 
standard American cars and this year was run over an 
arduous course of 840 miles from Los Angeles to the Grand 
Canyon in Colorado. The route included such difficult sec- 
tions as Death Valley and the crossing of two mountain 
ranges at altitudes of over 5,000 feet. To complicate car- 
buration problems, the lowest point reached was Bad Water 
which, at 280ft below sea level, is the lowest point in the 
Western Hemisphere; and the highest point was near the

finish at the southern rim of the Grand Canyon at an 
altitude of just over 7,000ft. Temperatures on this route 
customarily vary from below zero to well over 80 deg F, 
in March when the contest was held. 

The maximum time allowed to competitors was 20 hours 
55 min, which required them to maintain the high average 
of 40 m.p.h. Compensation for variations in car weight and 
power was made by classifying the results on a basis of ton 
miles per gallon i.e., weight of car and two occupants in tons 
multiplied by miles and divided by the gallons of fuel con- 
sumed. Topping the field of thirty-two 1951 models of 
popular American makes was a Lincoln saloon which re- 
corded a ton-mile figure of 71.2 (British Units) and re- 
corded an actual average of 30.6 miles per Imperial gallon 
for the 840-mile run. The best m.p.g. figure was recorded 
by a special lightweight Nash Rambler which covered 37.2 
miles per Imperial gallon. 

This contest is foremost in the fuel economy field, having 
been held in 11 years extending back to 1936yand entries are 
divided into classes according to price so that there is along 
list of prize-winners each of whom receives a large trophy 
at the finish. An interesting feature is the method of 
selecting the cars. The General Petroleum Corporation 
sponsors the event, which is conducted under the rules, 
regulations and supervision of the American Automobile 
Association’s contest board and the following statement 
were issued by A. C. Pilsbury, regional director of the 
AAA. : 

“ All entries are strictly stock models selected by A.A.A. officials 
at random and without advance warning, from warchouses, dealer 
showrooms or assembly lines. Cars chosen will be impounded and will 
remain in the custody of the A.A.A. until tke start of the contest. 
Under such surveillance, each car may be driven by an entrant up 
to 5,000 miles for break-in, and during the impound period i 
may be given two test runs, of no more than 50 miles cach, with 
permission of and under the supervision of the Contest Board, 
AAA.” 

Some American observers have commented upon the 
fortunate chance which led A.A.A. officials to choose “ at 
random” a Lincoln saloon fitted with a synchromesh gear 
box, an overdrive with freewheel action and an axle ratio 
of 3.31 to 1. This is a higher axle than cither of the two 
optional ratios listed in the tabulated specifications pub- 
lished in the American press and with the overdrive in 
Operation it yields an overall ratio of 2.39 to 1. Press re- 
ports also credit the car with having the special economy 
jets provided for motoring at over 5,000 feet. Quoting Mr. 
Pilsbury again: 

* The rules and regulations and the exacting supervision by A.A.A. 
officials allow for no loopholes Nothing is being left undone to 
insure that this great, competitive mileage test is among strictly 
stock automobiles, and that it is planned and conducted with un- 
questioned fairness.” 
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THE EFFECT OF TRE PRESSURE 
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Greenshields cut the tyre tread down 
to a narrow gibbon and then experi- 
mented with high tyre pressures 
with the above results. 110 Ib per 
square inch gave best results at low 
speeds but showed less advantage at 
higher speeds owing to wheel bounce

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Economy Competitions 


In the circumstances this is perhaps one more example of 
the dilemma which faces competition organizers who set out 
to define what is a stock car. Of more immediate interest 
to European motorists is the fact that eight full-sized 
American cars in the competition returned consumptions of 
better than 30 m.p.g. while averaging 40 m.p.h. over the 
840-mile course. There was a Mercury in the Cheltenham 
Rally which recorded 31 m.p.g., and it is clear that the 
modern American car, if fitted with a conventional gear box 
and carefully driven, is capable of a degree of fuel economy 
which manufacturers of smaller cars would be unwise to 
ignore. 

The problem of defining the stock car does not worry 
the chemists and engineers of the Shell Laboratories at 
Wood River, Illinois, who amuse themselves each year by 
holding a fuel economy competition in which no holds are 
barred. As in the Mobilgas Run, the final results in the 
Shell Marathon are calculated on a ton-m.p.g. basis. The 
most successful competitor recently has been R. J. Green- 
shields who, in 1949, using a 1947 Studebaker saloon, 
covered the 14} miles test course at an average of 179.5 
miles per Imperial gallon and showed a figure of 257 ton- 
m.p.g 

An average of practically 180 m.p.g. from a six-seater 
saloon car is almost incredible, but Mr. Greenshields has 
presented a paper before the Society of Automotive En- 
gineers explaining how it was done. Many of the methods 
adopted are unsuitable for everyday motoring, but they pro- 
vide a striking illustration of the ways in which petrol is 
used up on the average car. 

The Marathon is run over a 144-mile course starting and

finishing at the same place, so that no total advantage is 
obtained from variations in elevation. Great care is taken in 
measuring accurately the amount of fuel consumed. The 
fuel issued is placed in a glass bottle and weighed on a 
laboratory balance; the residue at the end of the run is 
returned to the bottle and weighed again. 

In original trim, using the overdrive, the Studebaker 
used by Mr. Greenshields gave 33.6 miles per Imperial 
gallon in top gear at speeds between 10-20 m.p.h. The 
first change was to substitute a final drive from a Plymouth 
giving a ratio of 3.91 to 1, and oversized tyres of 7.00 x 16in 
were added, giving an increase of 4in in rolling diameter 
This was equivalent to a gear ratio of 3.4 to 1 on the stan- 
dard wheels and tyres. It brought the fuel consumption 
down to 45} m.p.g., a better result than was obtained with 
the car’s own overdrive and standard wheels, presumably 
owing to the reduction in rolling resistance with the over- 
sized tyres, which had a different tread. Tyres account for 
a good proportion of the total rolling resistance, and this 
was reduced by buffing off a large part of the tread, leaving 
only a narrow, smooth band in contact with the road. Roll- 
ing resistance is also increased by the flexing of the tyre 
walls, and this was reduced by pumping the tyres up to 
110 lb per sq in. With these modifications the fuel con- 
sumption was now 49.2 m.p.g. at 15 m.p.h. 

To reduce friction losses, thin motor oil of S.A.E. 10 
specification was used in the engine, gear box and differen- 
tial. Oil seals were removed from the rear axles, and front

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wheel bearings were lubricated with oil instead of grease. 
This brought consumption to 53.4 m.p.g. Next, compres- 
sion ratio was increased from 6.5 to 10 to 1. With con- 
siderable modified spark timing and retuned carburettors 
the figure was now 59.4 m.p.g. Power consumed in operat- 
ing dynamo, fan and water pump was next saved by remov- 
ing the fan belt. No over-heating was expected at low 
speeds on this run and fuel consumption became 64.8 
m.p.g. 

Beyond this point the methods adopted to get consump- 
tion down from some 65 m.p.g. to 180 m.p.g. demand an 
understanding of the relationship between specific fuel con- 
sumption and power required. 

An engine running under very light load may appear to 
be operating economically, but a high proportion of the 
total fuel consumed is being employed to overcome fric- 
tion and pumping losses. Charge density is low at part 
throttle and full pressure is not generated in the cylinders, 
so that the specific consumption—that is, the fuel required 
for each horse-power every hour—may be relatively high. 
The same engine running more heavily loaded will deliver 
more power and consume more total fuel, but its specific 
consumption will be lower; that is to say, it needs less petrol 
for each h.p. per hour. With the Studebaker engine in 
the car which won this contest, the fuel consumed at very 
light load was approximately 1.5 Ib per b.h.p. per hour, 
whereas at full power output the consumption dropped to 
about 0.5 Ib per b.h.p., so that when working at full capacity 
the engine required only one-third as much fuel for each 
h.p. delivered.

paradox: rolling resistance and air resistance are less when 
the car is being driven slowly, but the engine is operating 
most efficiently when it is delivering full power. 

The solution was found in a special driving technique. 
The car was accelerated at full throttle in top gear from 
5 m.p.h. to 20 m.p.h.; the engine was then switched off 
and the car was allowed to coast until it had slowed down 
to 5 m.p.h., when the engine was restarted and the cycle 
repeated. With the ignition even more advanced it was 
found possible, by accelerating from 5 to 20 m.p.h., 
followed by coasting down to 5 m.p.h. on a level route, to 
complete 0.6 of a mile on only 15 c.c. of fuel, and it was 
found best to accclerate and coast even when climbing. 

Even if we do not go all the way with Mr. Greenshields, 
he has provided some valuable quantitative data to show 
where the fuel goes. Binding brakes, neglected chassis 
lubrication, wheels out of alignment, neglected tyre pressures 
and too-thick lubricants all cost money in petrol. A 
change to a winter grade of oil may go a good way towards 
paying for itself on short runs in cold weather. Manu- 
facturers can help by giving us lighter cars which will pull 
higher gears and by improved suspension systems which will 
set a limit to tyre sections and remove the temptation 
to run at very low pressures. But for one of the greatest 
advances we must await a change in Government policy 
which will allow us to buy high octane fuel. We could then 
operate our engines at higher efficiency, advancing the igni- 
tion and probably raising the compression ratios.

Nuffield Changes for 1952 


CONTINUATION OF CURRENT MORRIS, WOLSELEY, M.C. AND RILEY CARS 


URSUING the policy of steady de- 

velopment based on an ever-growing 

experience of motoring needs all over 
the world, the Nuffield Organization pro- 
pose to continue full production of the 
current models of their several famous 
marques, plus various comparatively small 
modifications. This absence of major 
change is not surprising in view of the 
fact that the current models are all up-to- 
date designs. 

That quite excellent small car, the 
Morris Minor, has been considerably en- 
hanced during the past year by the stan- 
dardization of what is termed the “ trans- 
atlantic front” on all models. In this the 
head lamps have been raised a little, faired 
into the wings, and increased in size. 
They are provided with block lenses in 
order to give an improved dispersion of 
the beam and to reduce the dazzle factor. 
At the same time the bulb wattage has 
been imcreased. To meet the demand for 
more current the dynamo has been en- 


larged and a modified type of control unit 
fitted Fuses are now located in a 
separate box instead of in the control 
unit. 

A timed control Trafficator switch is 
now fitted below the facia and convenient 
to the hand on the four-door model. In- 
cluded in the improvements are modified 
and strengthened bumpers, a new type of 
luggage locker lock, designed as an anti- 
theft measure, and twin blades for the 
windscreen wiper. 

Fixed Triplex glass side windows are 
now fitted to the tourer in place of the 
detachable celluloid type previously used, 
and this has resulted in greater comfort 
for the passengers as well as an improved 
appearance. Both the tourer and the 
saloon can be fitted with a heater instal- 
lation as an extra, and the water pump 
necessary for this equipment has been 
re-positioned on the engine, with a re- 
sultant improvement in efficiency and 
neatness.

The Morris Oxford, with its crisp 
modern appearance, comfort of riding, and 
brisk road performance, has established 
a name for itself. It has also come in for 
various valuable modifications. New head 
lamps with higher wattage bulbs are fitted 
and the output of the dynamo has been 
increased to match. Comfort has been 
increased by the provision of Dunlopillo 
overlays on the seat cushions, rubberized 
hair being used on the squabs. An 
optional extra is the heater unit for circu- 
lating warm or cold fresh air in the body.

HE building of a car can be regarded as a symbolic 
act indicating that a country has come of age industri- 
ally, for the many skills required in the car factory 

itself must be backed by efficient forges, foundries, press 
shops and many ancillary industries to produce the parts 
and components. The Holden, Australia’s first car, there- 
fore, has a special significance in its own country, and 
although it appears on first sight to be an orthodox car of 
simple and straightforward design, closer acquaintance 
shows it to be one of unusual interest. Through the 
courtesy of General Motors-Holdens, Ltd., at Fishermen's 
Bend, Australia, and in co-operation with the General 
Motors organization in Britain, it has recently been possible 
to submit an example to the normal Road Test routine in 


The car was designed in Detroit immediately after the 
war, and prototypes were shipped to Australia, where they 
were developed by a small team from General Motors, 
collaborating with Australian engineers, while the manu- 
facturing plant was being prepared at the Holden works, a 
General Motors subsidiary. New forging facilities had to 
be introduced for production of crankshafts and a new 
foundry was set up for the major castings. Immense diffi- 
culties had to be overcome and to speed production the car 
was simplified as far as possible in design and equipment. 
As its immediate destiny was for it to be sold purely on 
the Australian continent, some short cuts were adopted 
which, while acceptable there, would not fit it for other 
markets. There are no direction indicators and there is 
no provision for heating or demisting. There are no 
separate side lamps and only a single central tail lamp 
appears at the rear. Advantage was taken of the Australian 
climate to save weight and cost by using a 6-volt 11-plate 
60-ampére-hour battery of smaller size than would nor- 
mally be found on such a car. 

These simplifications fitted into the basic requirement 
of low weight, which was one of the main design objec- 
tives. The General Motors assessment of the Australian 
market called for a car which would be reliable, economical, 
roomy and comfortable, and the requirements were to be 
met by having a six-seater car of low weight, powered by 
a 2.2-litre engine pulling a high gear. Weight reduction 
was pursued with great vigour throughout the design. Not 
only were all surplus ounces taken off the structure and 
power unit, but also every accessory was examined with 
care, and those which came even a few ounces over the 
target weight were rejected. The result is a car with fine 
acceleration and a maximum of 80 m.p.h., which, without

petrol, weighs just under a ton. It is, in fact, within a very 
few pounds of the target weight established when the project 
began and represents an achievement which only a short 
time ago was considered impossible without extensive use 
of light alloys. 

The Holden thus offers a remarkable combination of body 
space, performance and fuel economy. It even turns out to 
have a slightly better acceleration and maximum. speed 
than were obtained from the best seller of all the General 
Motors range, the Powerglide Chevrolet tested recently by 
The Autocar, and it does this with an engine of 2.2 litres 
against 3.9 litres. 


Quiet Running 


It should not be thought that because it is light the 
Holden is flimsy. On the contrary, it gives the impression 
of a simple, rugged car, built for hard work, and over rough 
surfaces the unit structure is remarkably free from drum- 
ming or transmitted road noise. The power unit is smooth, 
quiet and flexible and helps to give an air of real refinement 
in running. It cruises happily at any speed between 60 and 
70 m.p.h. with little noise beyond the swish of the wind. 
Top gear performance is of the order which is normally 
associated only with much larger engines, and even when 
slowed to a crawl in traffic it is possible to accelerate swiftly 
and smoothly without using the gear lever. Few cars on

the road in England can match the Holden’s top gear 
acceleration, and even when running with five up and a load 
of luggage it accelerates briskly up main road hills with 
gradients of the order of 1 in 10. The gear change, with 
blocking ring synchromesh, is light in action and almost 
clash proof, but on two cars which were tried, both of which 
had covered a fair mileage, some slackness had developed 
in the steering column control linkage, which occasionally 
produced difficulty in finding first and reverse quickly. 

In proportions the Holden is an American vehicle scaled 
down in length of bonnet and reduced slightly in width, but 
not in height. The suspension gives a very comfortable 
ride over all surfaces, but no anti-roll bar is fitted and some 
roll is experienced when cornering fast. This is associated 
with a certain amount of over-steer, and when on the 
straight the car is sensitive to side winds and demands some 
concentration in steering it at speeds over 60 m.nh. The 
steering wheel itself is well placed and pleasant to handle; 
the action is light and there is good castor action when 
returning after a sharp corner. 

The brakes are of good size in relation to the weight of 
the car, and the shoes are connected by a linkage permitting 
some self-wrapping action. On this car a tendency to 
snatch was experienced at very low speeds, but when brak- 
ing at anything over 20 m.p.h. right up to the maximum 
speed the action was smooth and effective, and the brakes 
stood up to repeated hard applications from high speeds

The starter engaged quietly but did not always spin 
the engine very briskly on chilly English autumn days.

The present battery 
is regarded as adequate under Australian climatic condi- 
tions, and owners are warned against fitting a heavier unit,

Detail inspection shows that the car has been designed 
with reliability and easy servicing in mind. The doors are 
carefully sealed round the edges and shut with a snap with- 
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together with the bonnet, front wings and grille in the 
event of accidental damage. Rubber-bushed spring shackles 
need no lubrication and the half-clliptic rear springs are 
encased in metal gaiters. An unusual feature is the mount- 
ing of the rear shock absorbers on the axle, a slight increase 
in unsprung weight being presumably acceptable in the 
interests of a simplified body structure. The engine breather 
has a substantial air filter to discourage sludge formation, 
ne as Oo 2 ensend Sy 6 Coememais tne- 
spot on the manifold a thermostat to control the water 
bp pe apts All doors can be slam locked 
from outside and one front door is opened by the ignition 
key. Removable serial number tags are provided on the 
keys so that these can be put in a safe place, and the locks 
carry no serial numbers which might assist prospective car 
thieves. 

Even with the ignition set to avoid pinking on low-grade 
British fuel, the Holden showed a remarkable performance 
and demonstrated its ability to cover over 30 miles on a 
gallon of fuel at moderate speeds. It has a tireless ability to 
cover big distances almost regardless of road surfaces and is 
an outstanding example of the results which can be achieved 
by single-minded concentration on the production of a 
simple utility car without mechanical complications or eye- 
catching gadgets.

CLASS RECORDS FALL AT SCOTTISH S.C.C. EVENT 


OR once, the September Bo'ness 
hill-climb, held on the famous hill 
on the Kinneil estate overlooking 

the Firth of Forth, was blessed with fine 
weather, in spite of adverse forecasts, and 
the event was run off smartly to the 
accompaniment of blue skies and sun- 
shine.

Fisher’s Fisher Special; the last-named 
had crashed badly in practice the night 
before the event, the driver being removed 
to hospital with unfortunate injuries in- 
cluding brokgn ribs. 

One car making its competition début 
was the Magnalta, driven by Ted Lund 
and Norman Utley; this consists of the 
chassis of the 1,100 c.c. Alta raced in 
the mid-thirties by Peter Whitehead, 
fitted with a Shorrock-supercharged six- 
cylinder M.G. power unit. It performed 
quite well, although the engine was 
obviously not yet quite au point. 

Outstanding performers in the sports car 
classes were lan Hopper’s Hopper Special.
